This  list  was  compiled  to  serve  as  a  guide  to  available 
bulletins  and  other  references  dealing  with  the  uses  and  de- 
velopment of  water  resources  in  the  seventeen  Western  States 
included  in  the  water  facilities  program  administered  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Water  Facilities  Act  of  August  28,  1937,  Pub- 
lic No.  399,  75th  Congress.     It  was  prepared  primarily  for  use 
by  engineers  and  other  technicians  in  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service,  in  other  bureaus  in  the  IT.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
and  by  other  Federal  and  State  agencies  engaged  in  the  water  facil- 
ities program. 

This  list  does  not  purport  to  be  a 11 -inclusive .  Books 
and  articles  in  periodicals  and  technical  journals  were  not 
included  as  it  was  the  intention  to  confine  the  listings  to 
bulletins  available  on  request,  to  items  which  can  be  located 
in  most  depository  or  principal  agricultural  libraries,  and  to 
State  bulletins  which  are  available  either  from  State  offices 
or  in  State  libraries. 

To  assist  those  agricultural  workers  and  readers  who  wish 
to  obtain  an  understanding  of  water  problems  in  the  West,  a  limit- 
ed number  of  references  in  this  compilation  have  been  designated 
by  an  asterisk.  This  arrangement  was  intended  to  single  out  the 
publications  which  should  prove  of  particular  value  to  those  who 
have  limited  time.
